Official Bulletin—8:30 A.M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 30, 8:50 A. 
M.—The President slept the greater part of 
the night, awaking at intervals, and retaining 
the liquid nourishment admunistered. His 
general condition this morningis about the 
same as atthe same hour yesterday. Pulse 
102, temperature 98.5, respiration 18. 

UNOFFICAL BULLETIN—10:35 A, M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 30.—The 
President enjoyed another good night’s rest, 
and it 1s thought that he starts out on what 
bids fair te be another good day. He slept 
well. The stomach continues to perform its 
work satisfactorily and the parotid swelling 
is progressing favorably. His pulse, 
temperature and respiration as eompared 
with vesterday morning are about the same. 
The slightincrease in frequency of the pulse 
is thought to be dueto the accumulation of 
pus in another portion of the glandular 
swelling, which was opened this morning by 
Dr. Bliss, who made still another incision 
and released the pent-up pus. On the con- 
tinuance of these favorable symptoms anoth- 
er day of progress is predicted. 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN,—12:50 P. M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, 
August 30,12:50 Pp. M.—At the morning dress- 
ing another small incision was made in the 
lower part of the swelling on the right side 
of the President’s face, which was followed 
by a free discharge of healthy-looking pus. 
A simular discharge took place through the 
other opening. The swelling is perceptibly 
smaller and looks better. ‘The wound re- 
mains inan unchanged condition. There has 
been little rise in the temperature since 
morning, but the pulse is more frequent. In 
other respects the President’s condition is 
about the same; pulse 116, temperature 93.9, 
respiration 1s. , | 

UNOFFICIAL BULLETIN—2 P. M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 50,.—lIn re- 
piy to questions Coi. Rockwell said this af- 
ternoon that the President’s condition to-day 
has been about as it was yesterday. He has 
fully held his own, but has not gained per- 
ceptibly in strength. No especial importance 
is attached to the high pulse shown by 
the noon bulletin. Is is attributed 
principally to irritation caused oy cutting 
the parotid swelling this morning. ‘‘As 
long,’’? Col. Rockwell said, ‘‘as the gland con- 
tinues to be a source of almost constant 
disturbance we must expect these fluctuations 
of the pulse. Since the noon bulletin, how- 
ever, the President’s pulse has gone down 
again to 110. We think that he,is deing well.”

THE PERILS OF THE DEEP. 


Frightful Experience of the Wrecked 
Crew of the Sandusky. 


NEW YORK, August 30.—The steamship 
Hudson, Capt. Freeman, from New Orleans, 
arrived to-day. She reports heavy weather 
off the east coast of Florida, lasting thirty 
hours. On August 28, she fel) 
the ship Sandusky, from 
lumber, dis- 
masted, water-logged and stern gone, and 
took offthe crew,who had been seventy-eight 
hours without food or water. The report of 
Capt. Lowden, of the ship Sandusky, is that 


‘he left Pensacola August 12 for 
Liverpool. All went well until 
the 24th, when it commenced blowing 
strong. On the 25th the wind continued and

two seamen and the cook, who were not seen 
again and who must have been swept away 
when the deck load went over. The ship 
slowly righted after the loss of her top ham- 


per, but was a completely water-logged 
wreck. Her crew remained on 
the mizzen rigging until daybreak.

Prof. Caldwell’s Friends Assert 
That Theres Was No Bribery. 


The School Board Wants to Investigate 
but Lacks Nerve to Begin. 


The school Board meets in special session 
Thursday night, and the great question amony 
the members is what is going to be done. 
The Caldwell charges are being talked over 
by all the directors,and the interview with Dr. 
Holland {published in the Post-Disparci 
bas caused the excitement to run higher. Rs 
Holland, it will De remembered, stated in the 
last meeting of the Board, that he had 
charges to prefer against [rof. Cald- 
well, of the ~toddard School, and ‘that these 
charges Were the reason why the principals 
had not been reported for confirmation at 
the meeting. Nothing has been yet done about 
the matter, although Dr. Holland has avowed 


his desire of bringing the matter out 
if the board will call upon 
bim. The patrons of the public schools 


are all very much interested, and it is a mat- 


ter of common talk that charges of 
this nature, when made in an open 
session of the board and against 


the principal ef one of the largest and most 


prominent schools in town, should 
not be allow ed to pass without 
investigation. [It was stated this morning 


that Mr. Frank W. Peebles, of the Eight- 
eenth Ward, intended to bring the 
charges before the board Thursday evening 

but Caldweil’s friends say that Peebles 
knows that the Caldwell influence is too 
strong and willvo nothing in the matter. 
President JX :dson is also understood 


as having «leclared that he had charges, but 
he refuses to give them up. 
Several menivers of the board 


who were seen this morning, stated that 
they thought that any talk about the 
affair would bh art the causeoft education 
andthe public schools and that they were 
opposed to stirring the matter up.

This attidavit 
is offset by that of Mr. Caldwell and of three 
men who Were ix the next room at the time of 
the conference. and who claim to have 
beard the whole talk. The latter then stated 
that Farrelly made the proposition and that 
Caldwell resected it.

SUMMIT Mr. WasuINGTON, N. H., August 
22 —Was not my last dated from the Protile 
House’ That beautiful place in the very 
heart of the mountains, with its log fires, its 
lakes and shaded, ferny walks—a more charm- 
ing plece does not exist in which to spend the 
long summer days and fleeting summer 
nights, Pity that it is so expensive a spov 
that only millionaires and waiters upon table 
ean afford to stay there for any length of time! 
I remember a pretty story I once read enti- 
tled, I believe, ‘‘A Princess in Disguise,’’ 
which gave the hay-fever to avery charming 
young giri of good family but little money 
who determined to get off to the White 
Mountains at any cost. So, starting from home 
onthe pretext of visiting a relative, she 
petook herself to one of these mammoth 
hotels, where ber annoving infliction is not 
known, and hired herself out as a table 
virl. Nowthisis by no means an improba- 


ble tale, as all who bave been at these hotels 
and know what dainty, charming little ladies 
they are who wait upon the table will affirm. 
Of course the inevitable rich young man fig- 
ured in the story, and many misunder- 
standings and mishaps resuited at Hymen’s 
altar in due form, but even this does not seem 
improbable cither. Any rich young man 
might do worse than to fall in love 
with and marry one of these. girls. 
At the Glen House, snd perbaps some 
others, the waiters are all young men, stu- 
cents from one of the New England colleges, 
the head waiter being tbe leading instructor 
or else one of the professors,if [ remember 
rightly. “You can’t think how nice it is,’’ said 
i friend just from the Glen the other day, ‘‘to 
ve Waited on by real, cultivated gentlemen.” 

Well,on leaving the Trofile by the nar- 
row gauge road, which is hidden from 
the sight of the house by trees 
shrubbery, and which skirts Echo Lake and 
wives fine glimpses ‘of the mountains, we pro- 
ceedetito Bethlehem, where we took dinner 
at the Sinciair House, the leading hotel in 
the place and evidentiy avery good one, and 


spent acouple of hours in studying the ' 
mountain views andin taking short walks in | 
the rather dusty villawe streets and then came | 


on to Fabyan’s. 

There is a great amount of mourtain travel 
this month. It is by no means easy to get 
rooms atthe principal hotels, unless they 
be engaged in advance. It quite seems as if 
all the world were on the move, and as if 
some part of their routeinevitably led them 
through this region. At labyan’s it was only 
by luck that we obtained accommodations at 
all, and then we were obliged to extend the 
nospitality of ourroom «and a cot bed toa 
friend Who came later andl’ whose company 
we could enjoy in no other way. She found 
it literally impossible to cet in at 
(rawford’s at all. So, with this experience 
of hers to warn us, We made no attempt to 
do so, but have kept our room at Fabyan’s 
commodious and pleasant ho-tclrv, where we 
are sure of the best attention und a most ex- 
cellent table, and just took arunof a day 
diown over the Vortland and Ogdensburg 
tailroad to Upper Bartlett and back, to sce 
the grand wonders of the Notch. 

Nowhere in the country, probably, east of 
the Rocky Mountains and Colorado revions, 
can be seen a grander or more beautiful 
mountain view than those of Crawford 
Notch. To miss them would be to losea 
pleasure Which one can have atso slight an 
expense of time and money that it would be 
very unwise. The road, one of the bestin 
New England, runs observation cars froin 
{'pper Bartlett, a stationa few miles above 
North Conway, to Fabyan’s and back. 
These are open cars, With merely a roof and 
with canvass curtains that ean 
be lowered if foul weather make 
it necessary, and the seats are individual re- 
volving chairs of rattan or wood, which may 
be turned in any direction at pleasure. The 
read itselfisa marvel of engineering skill, 
skirting the sides of mountains on a mere 
thread of a path, leaping across deep cullies 
and ravines on trestie bridges, opening at 
every turn of the serpentine path a panor- 
amic change of beautiful views, each more 
charming than the last. The conductor of 
each train passes through the cars and acts as 
a guide, pointing out and describing all the 
“points of interest,”’ naming the mountains 
and answering never-ending tourists’ ques- 
tions. 

It is impossible to do justice to the beauties 
of this little trip with pen andink,so I will 
leave it and get on tothe lofty point from 
which this letter us dated. 

Tocome hither you leave Fabyan’s at ‘ 
in the morning or | inthe afternoon, in 
which latter case ven spend the night on the 
mountain. short ride of an 
hour or sO by rail brings 
one to the base of the mountain, where 
wait the odd cars and engines by which the 
ascentis made. Each car has an envine, and 
to-day there were half a dozen of these little 
trains ofasingle car and engine. The ear 
goes inadvance, being pushed up the tall 
mountains by the engine bebind it, while a 
set of cog-wheels in the center of the car run 
intoa cov-track, which catches and holds 
them, thus preventing the cars from sliding 


co. There is a terrible rattling and rumbling 
asthe train starts up the track, and the 
steeper the incline becomes the more labored 
and touder becomes the accompanying racket, 
tilLOne’s head aches and throbs in unison 
~with the throbbing of the engine and rattling 
ofthe wheels. Wut the experience is so novel 
und strange as wellito repay one. Novel it 
scems even though this ix not 
my first rail ascent of Washington, 
while last summer,us a Tourjeanin Europe, 
I made the ascent of the Rhivi lv the same 
mode of econvevance, It seems impossible to 
Write a sinuvle fetter this summer without 
comparing m\ experience With that ofa vear 
avo. That three months in Kurope gave me 
more to think, talk and write about than all 
the other summers of my life, and even 
While secing the most beautiful scenes that 
my own New England hes to offer, [can 
scarcely help envying the Tourjeans of ‘SI. 

Well, there is an uncomfortable similarity 
in srother respect thanthe mode of convey- 
ance between my experience of the Rhivi 
and of Mt. Washington. In both cases the 
fox and clouds sbut one off completely, 
when on the summit, from anv sicht of any- 
thing below, or of anything round about 
suve only the hotel itself. To be 
sure. there is this difference. Directly 
after leaving the Lake of Lucerne, we went 
Upintothe fog and staved in the fog all 
night, and came down in the fog next mora- 
ing, whereas here we have had some ciorious 
views of the great broadening landscape as 
we ascended. In fact, the best views are al- 
wavs tobe had while on the cars. 

Here on the summit, howe) er, nota thing 
is to be seen but creat rolling masses of white 
Cloudsand the white hotel fastened to the 
ground with strony iron cables. tis freez- 
ing cold, and the wind tears at the wraps that 
we have multiplied one Upon another.

At Re mouth of the Thames a great strug- 
glehas been renewed this vear with the 
waves of the sea. The 5,500 acres which 
make up the whole extent of Canvey Island 
have been wholiy reclaimed from the ocean, 
4,000 through the energy of a Dutchman 
about 1623,and 2,500 at more recent dates. 
Without any warning the combined force of 
the wind and waves of the 25th of January 
last made huge gaps morethan a mile tn 
length in the wall dividing the land from the 
Waters, and 1,500 acres were flooded. When 
the reclamation from the sea was effected by 
the enterprising Dutchman, 1,000 acres were 
allotted to him as his reward, and on them 
Was laid the vost of repairing the sea-wall. 
Subsequently legislation has established the 
principle that when the owners of the 1,000 
acres are unable to bear the whole cost of 
maintaining the embankment, the proprietors 
of the remaining 2,000 acres should come to 
the assistance of their neighbors. What the 
amount of this assurance should be has been 
furiuusiv debated bv the land owners for 
some months. It the necessary works are 
not completed beforethe return of winter, 
the labor of two centuries will be wasted.

© THE JENNIE CRAMER CASE. 


An Attempt to Clear Up the Mystery— 
A Motive Furnished. 
New Haven (Conn.) Special to Cin. Times. 

‘While there have been no developments 
since the last hearing of the Cramer jury of 
inquest, it has been learned how the jury ex- 
pect that James Malley, Jr., mey be proven 
to have had a motive for wishing Jennie 
Cramer’s death. An official connected with 
the investigation gives this version, which 
gathers up, seemingly, loose threads of evi- 
dence: ‘*Wefindthat Jennie Cramer was a 
virtuous gir). though tmprudent. We find 
that she told fiends that James Maliey had 

romised to marry her. We have reason to 

elieve that-at the Malley house that 
Wednesday night Jennie Cramer was over- 
come by James Malley’s promises of marriage. 
We then find that Jennie Cramer, on the fol- 
lowing day and on Fridao and Friday night, 
in all probability, importuned him to carry 
out his promises to her. Her importunities 
furnished him the motive for desiring her 
out of the way. We have evidence bearing 
on this promise of James Malley to marry 
Jennie, which has not been disclosed. The 
evidence thatJennie Cramer sought James 
Malley, Jr., after Wednesday night is this: 
First having left home, she sought him with 
the strongest possible plea she could 
bave, the plea of being homeless ; 
We know that Thursday morning she was 
seen opposite the Malley store. We think 
that she then sentanote to James Malley, 
asking for aninterview. We find her going 
to West Haven and returning very soon after. 
as ifuneasy. Wesee her that afternoon with 
Blanche Douglass, one of the Malley party, 
and that evening, after waiting on the street 
for some one, she is at Redcliffe’s restaurant. 

sertha Williamson testifies that James and 
Walter Malley slept in rooms over Redcliffe’s 
that Thursday night, the first time she 
ever knew James to stay there, 
and the Malleys had two rooms _ that 
night. The next afternoon James Mallevand 
Jennie Cramer are seen by two unimpeacha- 
ble witnesses taking a short walk together. 
James Malley apparently did not wish to he 
from the store long enough to have his ab- 
sence noticeable. From Jennie’s subsequent 
actions we believe that she expected James 
Madley to goto West Haven with her. She 
took a car, and afterit had started alighted. 
Then she changed her mind and got on again. 
She was seen going to West Haven by a man 
who had known her for vyears—Keenan, the 
hackman. Later that Fridav evening we 
find James Malley preparing to follow her, 
although his friends claim,in establishing his 
alibi, that when he reached home his feet 
troubled him so that he could not leave the 
house. Wefind him arranging in the store 
totake a horseback ride ora carriage ride, 
and fiud him at Redciiffe’s about 8 o’clock 
that evening, going in the direction in which 
Jennie had been traced. Then the identitica- 
tion of both Jennie and James at West Haven 
by Gilchrist we consider positive. That death 
did not result from suicide we are convinced 
by these circumstances. She could not have 
drowned herself, for her tungs and stomach 
contained no water. Had she died fromdrugs 
self-administered, she could not have been in 
the water. The sand-bars would have pre- 
vented her body from floating to where it was 
found, and we assume that in suicide no one 
would have troubled to put the body in the 
water from the beach. Death did not come 
from natural causes, for the autopsy shows 
that all the organs were healthy. Weare 
forced to the conclusion of murder. We ex- 
pect to bave the chemical analyses show how 
death was caused, definitely. Having estab- 
lished a probable motive, as we think, for 
James to wish torid himself ofthe girl, we 
confess that we have as yet no positive evi- 
dence thatJames Malley killed her. All is 
circumstantial. That James and Walter 
should have told untruths about the last 
time they saw Jennie alive, when already the 
events of the night at the Malley house were 
proven, is one of the strongest grounds for 
suspici@. As_ to the alibi the 
longer James Malley’s friends insist on 
that the worse itseems, from daily contra- 
diction. 

This is the first statement male by any of- 
ficial connected with the case of how the 
State expects to implicate either Malley with 
Jenrie’s death. The authorities have re- 
solved to put Blanche in jail to-morrow and 
see if that will not extract from her morein- 
formation. Her counsel bas asked for differ- 
ent accommodations to those given other fe- 
male prisoners but Jailer Stevens says he can 
not discriminate without instructions from 
the State’s attorney, and these have not vet 
been given; so she will probably be placed in 
acell. The black-moustached man, who has 
been found, says he knows nothing about the 
party at the shore, of whicu Jennie Cramer 
was one. The jury of inquest will meet, 
probably, Tuesday. There was no search for 
testimony to-day, butitis Known that de- 
tectives have visited several surrounding 
towns looking for persons who were at West 
Haven the fatal night. 


Venetian Hotels. 
Venice Letter to New York Times. 

The Venetian hotel has nothing particu- 
larly characteristic aboutit except its exte- 
rior. There is, to be sure, something in 
occupying a reom ina house which was once 
known as the palazzo soand so, and the fact 
that one can take a beader from one’s bed- 
room Window intoa canal below is not ex- 
actly a commonplace; but the exigencies of 
tourists have naturally brought about many 
changes in the internal arrangements of the 
hostelries of Venice, and even the oldest— 
the Hotel Alla Luna—has become modern- 
ized. Many of the waiters speak English, 
and an antique copy of Galignani’s 
Messenger and =a Franco-American 
weekly of later date but still more ancient 
contents adorn every well-regulated hotel 
reading-room. The bills of fare, too, are 
often supplemented by English translations, 
which are rendered still cloudier by the use 
of untranslatalle French terms, They are no 
worse, however, than one encounters in Paris 
or elsewhere. The tinest specimen of Vene- 
tian Engtish [ happened upon was beautifully 
printed, neatly framed and hung in the read- 
ing-room of my hotel. Itran thus: **From 
the terrace of thisghouse an extent view of 
the Laguna may he obtained.” The 
same ’prentice hand bud been at work, 
cardboard directly op- 
posite, and addressed to French guests only, 
| should judge, as it was couched in diction- 
ary French. ‘*You are requested,” held 
forth the writer, ‘‘not to export the news- 
papers.’’ There was really no inducement 
to doso when the date of the journals ‘was 
taken into consideration. Besides one does 
not come to Venice to read newspapers, or, in 
truth, to pass much time in-doors in hotels. 
The hostelries of Venice at this season—the 
bathing season—at any rate, are at best stuffy 
places, and, With the wealth of color and cool 
air calling one forth, there is not the ‘slicht- 
est inducementto keep one’s room.

Wherever he lives he has the shut- 
ters closed and the candelabra lighted at mid- 
day. He always dines alone, sumptuously 
and absent-mindedly, a book beside him in 
which he becomes so absorbed that he forgets 
to eat, and they take away the dishes without 
his having touched them. These singular re- 
pasts often last for three or four hours. Ilis 
life is silence, solitude, night, study and 
dreaming. The King is but thirty-five, tall 
and well-formed, the blonde head having 
much nobleness and charm about it. 


Leadville Still Booming.

During the past three months I have been 
traveling largely through the East, and by 
frequent conversations I discovered a _ pre- 
vailipg general impression in those sections 
that Leadville is a played-out camp, whose 
once great and prosperous mines have been 
exhausted by the enormous drafts upon them, 
and that new discoveries do not restore the 
broken phalanx. Most men, then, look upon 
Leadville as a dethroned ()ueen of the Moun- 
tains, mourning among the ruins of her past 
grandeur, and brooding over glories and tri- 
umphs never to return. They seem to see

caying shaft-houses and ruined smelters. 
To each it will be a matter of great sur- 
prise to learn the fact, which is supported 
by undeniable evidence, that now, when 
Leadville seems a:most forgotten, the dai- 
ly output of herere and bullion is greater 
and the value larger than in the palmiest and 
noisiest periou of her history, and that» the 
average dai.y amount of ores mined and 
shipped exceeds largely a thousand tons.

PRINCE NAPOLEON. 


Changes in His Name andthe Charges 


of Cowardice. 
Greenville Murray in Geneva Cont. Times. 


Americafs are sufficiently far away from 
the scene of European politics to be able to 
view them more dispassionately than Eng- 
lishmen. Hencethe former have rendered 
more justice than the latter to one of the 
most striking personalities of the Old World. 
Napoleon-Joseph-Charles-Paul, the head of 
the imperial branch of the house of Bona- 
yarte has often, but incorrectly, been styled 
Prices Jerome Napoleon. For this trifling 
error he has himselfto thank. During his 
cousin’s reign it was obviously 
impossible for him to sign by his 
first Christian name alone. It might have 
led to confusion, and would have been dis- 
courteous to the sovereign. He accordingly 
adopted the signature of ‘*Napoleon 
(Jerome),”? the latter having been his 
father’s name, though not his own. When 
the republic seemed to be definitely estab- 

ished, at least for a while, he assumed the 

more splendid signature of **Napoleon Bona- 
parte.’’ Since the death of tne Prince Im- 
perial he has dropped the ‘‘Bonaparte,” and 
otherwise given the plainest indications that 
if France ever returns to the Cxsarist form 
of government, he means to be Cwsar. They 
little know tbe Prince who dream that he 
will abdicate in favor of one of his sonsor 
any other buman being. He has an ambition 
which is bounded only by prudential! econsid- 
erations and a desire to have the substance 
rather than the shadow of power. 

The fates alone can tell whether we shall 
ever see that face, so like the face of the con- 
queror of Austerlitz, on French coins and 
postage stamps. Enough to sav that the 
chances of Napoleon V. are not worse than 


those of Napoleon III., when, forty vears ago, ,; 


the future Emperor lay in the fortress of 
Ham,a prisoner under life sentence, and, 
what seemed worse, covered with merited 
ridicule. The French character has not ina- 
terially changed since eight millions of 
Frenchmen ratifiedthe coup d’etat. What 
the nation hates and despises to-day it may 
love to-morrow. And yetthere was in the 
temperament of Louis Napoleon an element of 
succéss Which is wanting to the present chief 
of his line. The mystic and fatalist Louis 
had a genuine belief in his mission as the 
beir of the great Emperor. Prince Napoleon 
has no such belief, and the lack of faith is but 
poorly supplied by the confidence he enter- 
tains in his own abilities, though these 
are of no mean order. An- 
other circumstance damaging to the Prince’s 
prospects is too notorious to be overlooked. 
Very unjustly, as there is every reason to be- 
lieve, he has incurred the reproach most 
fatal to a soldier anda man who aspires to 
rule over his brother men. Why persons 
not blinded by farty passion should have 
stigmatized the Prince as a coward it is dif- 
ficult to see. Hereturned from the Crimea 
before the war was over, but so did the Duke 
of Cambridge without losing his reputation 
for courage. Both Highnesses were, in fact, 
recalled for the some reason, that they show- 
ed a disposition to set theirown wills #bove 
that of their respective commanders. Prince 
Napcl: on, again, refused to figbt the Duke of 
Aumale. With only a child’s life between 
him and the French throne, he was bound 
asagood citizen to refuse the challenge, 
which, in truth, was never meant to be ac- 
cepted. Who can conceive of a duel be- 
tween the Crown Prince of Germany and the 
Duke of Cumberland. Forall that it is to 
be regretted, in Prince Napoleon’s interests, 
that be did not cross swords with the juke 
of Aumale. The fatal mark is now indelibly 
branded as though with a hot iron. 


The Cheerless White House. 
Washington Letter tothe Philadelphia Times. 

No wonder the President has grown rest- 
less under the confinement ofthe sick-room 
inthe White House. The room itself is as 
bare and gloomy almost as abarn. When the 
carpet was takenup the chamber was com- 
pletely denuded of ornament.

The Copenhagen Tivoli. 
From a Letter to the Chicago Tribune. 

Every city of any pretensionin Germany 
includes among its gardens a “Tivoli,’’ and 
the Danish capital is no exception in this re- 
spect. Almost the first advice proffered us 
in Copenhagen was to visitthe Tivoli. Ac- 
cordingly we went; and it seemed as if half 
the city had donethe same thing. We have 
seen many handsomer and more brilliantly 
illurhinated gardens, but none quite equal to 
this in magnitude. or of exactly the same 
character. Itis one vast collection of petty 
side-shows and entertainments, and every 
form of exhibition is accompanied by 
music, often execrable. Ballet dancing 
pantomime, athletes, theaters, the trained 
fleas, a fat Woman, a dance, one fine concert for 
the really musically inclined, boat rides on 
the pond. and heaven only knows what beside 
make up the list of amusements. The en- 
trance tomany isincluded inthe gate money, 
which istrifling; butthe majority can only be 
enjoyed upon the additional payment of two 
to ten cents. It is truly a motey assemblage of 
shows, and at home we should considerit de- 
cidedly common. But here it is frequented 
by vast numbers of highly respectable people.

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Congreesman R. Graham Frost, of the Third 
District; Capt. Reed, of the Navy, Inspector 
of Lighthouses on the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers; Capt. Dewey, of the Navy, Act- 
ing Assistant Secretary of the National Light- 


house Board; Maj. Young, one of 
the Board of Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia, and Colonel 
Reamy, Judge Advocate-General of the Unit- 
ed States Navy, returned yesterday from a 
trip to St. Paul on board the light-house ten- 
der Joseph Henry. With Capt. Reed the 
trip was official, the business on hand being 
the restoration of lights, the paying of light- 


house keepers, and the distribu- 
tion of oil. Capt. Dewey was anxious 
to inform himself as to the 
light-house system of the Western rivers, as 
were the other gentlemen. In aconversa- 
tion held this morning with Mr. Frost at the 
Southern Hotel, much of interest regarding 
this branch of the public service was vained. 
Mr. Frost said: ‘*River men thoroughly ap- 
preciate the value of this river light- 
house system. The district of which our 
host, Capt. Reed, is in charge comprises the 
Mississippi River from St. Paulto New Or- 
leans, and the Missouri River from its mouth 
to Kansas City. There are on the two rivers 
800 lights. Any person that has been on the 
river will recognize them. The general shape is 
that of asbrine such as you will tind on the 


‘ roadside in the Catholic cemeteries of Europe, 


simply a box-shelter. in which is seta lard- 
oillampthat burns steadily and clearly. They 
mark out the channel! at night, and are so ar- 
ranged that the pilot can always 
see a light ahead of him, and by turaing 
sround see one blazing awayin the rear. 
Steamboatmen with whom I have talked 
say thatriver interests are better subserved 
by this light-house system, that navigation is 
made safer and easier, than from the entire 
work of the corps of engineers engaged in 
the improvement of the ecbannel.’”’? The light- 
house svstem costs $200,000 per year. The 
River Improvement Commission receives 
$2,000,000 each year. I would liketo say right 
here that nothing will be accomplished as long 
the Mississippi River receives 
this homeopathic treatment. Out 
of the $2,000,000 per annum 
set aside forthe improvement of the chan- 
nel, they manage to widen or deepen the wa- 
ter course at some point where the next 
heavy rise will undo all their work. I[tis my 
intention to present my views at some length 
upon this subject before the River I[Improve- 
ment Convention, which meets here in Octo- 
ber.”’ 

“Who attendstothe lighting and extin- 
guishing of these signals?’’ 

“Farmers and fishermen living in their 
vicinity attend tothat. They are paid by the 
Government from $7 to $lz per month. 
They sometimes live as far as 
two miles from the lights and 
in many instances can reach them only by 
boat. They are aclass of people to whom the 
ready money is quite a Godsend,and their ser- 
vice 18 found to be very faithful. Capt. Reed 
told me that he had received but two com-. 
plaints this season, and in both instances 
they were of lights left burning all day. 
Should alight be neglectedin any manner, 
the first steamboat pilot detecting the fact 
would notify Capt. Reed, who would in- 
stantly remove the delinquent from 
oftice. The Captain is only able 
to get over his district five times each year,and 


as 


‘then heis constantly onthe go in the tender 


Joseph Henry. There should be two 
tenders. The Captain has really too much 
to attend to. On the seacoast it is different. 
The light-house system there has every 
convenience. Some day I _ will let 
the rublic know } what I have 
discovered to be the secret of opposition in 
Congress to the development of the great 
West. But, talking about these lights, a most 
important statement madeto me by the pilots 
and captains of boats was that by the 
aid of these lights they were 
able to run on schedule time. There 
lights are placed generally at the suggestion 
of the pilots. When the ever-shifting channel] 
changes w ys notify Capt. Reed of the 
necessity of changing the beacon, and he al- 
ways responds with dispatch. These people 
who tend the light-houses are 
a strange set. AS a rule they 
a long and lank and lean and full of 
malaria. On the way up wesaw more of 
them. Asthe boat neared each light-house 
it would whistle shrilly with a peculiar com- 
bination of stops. On (fhe return at 
euch signal box we found our 
man in an old skiff, ready to 
row out, receive his money and his quota of 
oil. I shall make it my business during the 
next session of Congress to work for further 
1mprovementin this service. On my way up 
| also had opportunity to study the snagboat 
svstem, which I find a most material aid 
to navigation. The pilots agreed 
that for the present more good is obtained 
from the lights and snagboats than from the 
so-called channel improvements. There are 
but two snagboats onthe river. This 1s not 
enough. There should bea sufficient num- 
ber to keep the river under-control. I intro- 
duced a bill last session increasing 
the number of snagboats to eight. It was 
lost in the morgue of one of the committees, 
butI shall revive {t. These matters must be 
attended to. Two million dollars per an- 
num is nothing to improve the Mississippi 
with. If we expect to do anything 
for the stream it must be done 
with a liberal and constant appropriation. 
Not two but twenty million dollars each year. 
With that we can make .a relianle 
capdal of the Father of Waters. 
I found the people up the river much 
interested in the October River Convention 
to be held here,and which I predict will be an 
assemblage Whose utterances will carry 
Weight and materially affect future legisla- 
tion.”
